S an F e a n c isc o , October 25th.—The Exe­ 
cutive Committee of the State Hoard of 
Trade met at the rooms of the Board on 
Second street iliis afternoon at 1 o'clock. 
Mr. Hatch presided and sixteen members 
present. Before proceeding with the regu­ 
lar business of the committee, Mr. Mills 
introduced a committee from the State 
Grange 
consisting 
of Mr. 
Overheiser, 
Master of the State 
Orange; Senator 
Chandler, of Sutter and Yuba, and Amos 
Adams, editor of the Patron. 
The gentle­ 
men addressed the Executive Committee, 
asking that assistance be rendered the State 
Orange in making a proper display at 
Lansing, Mich., on the occasion of the 
meeting of the National Grange, which 
will occur on the 16;h prox. 
The Grange 
Committee stated that the Master of the 
Grange would proceed to Lansing and 
take charge of the exhibit, and that every 
facility would be extended for the proper 
display of California products. 
The StaU 
Grange desired the Board to help them ob­ 
tain railroad transportation, and also make 
a good and sufficient exhibition of State 
products. It was finally decided that all 
exhibits should be sent ‘to Sacramento, in 
care of the Master of the State Grange, not 
later than the 6th of next month. The 
press of the State was asked to give pub­ 
licity to the subject. 
Mr. Mills moved that General Manager 
Brown, of the State Board of Trade, wait 
upon the railroad officials and endeavor to 
secure free transportation for the exhibit of 
the State Grange. The motion was carried, 
and the Grange Committee was invited to 
rem ain during the session of the Execu­ 
tive Committee, but pressure of business 
compelled them to decline the invitation. 
Mr. Bcnnev, an ex-orchardist and real 
estate agent, appeared before the Board and 
stated that he was about to open an office 
in Minneapolis, and would consider it a 
favor if the Board would supply him with 
pamphlets descriptive of the State for dis­ 
tribution in the East. H e was also willing 
to take charge of the fruit exhibits which 
might be sent him. The individual mem­ 
bers of the Board promised to furnish him 
with ail the material he could dispose of. 
The committee appointed to investigate 
the Allegretti fruit-preserving method re­ 
ported at length upon the subject, indors­ 
ing the process. The report was adopted 
and ordered spread upon the minutes. 
Mr. Mills, of the committee appointed to 
confer with the city Board of Trade, re­ 
ported that the committee had a long and 
full conference with a like committee from 
the Board of Trade of San Francisco, and 
that the conference had been very satis­ 
factory. The committee, however, asked 
further time, in order to confer with the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Manufac t 
nrers’ 
Association. The report was re­ 
ceived and further time granted. 
Mr. McNear presented his credentials 
from tbe Petaluma Board of Trade, and was 
added to the Executive Committee. 
Communications were received from vari­ 
ous interior Boards of Trade asking infor­ 
mation regarding the State Board of Trade 
and the necessary steps to be taken to atfili- 
ate with it.

A. JohnsSn, of .Santa Barbara, 
adopted a similar plan in the interest of 
that town some vmjrs ago, and though he 
worked single-handed and unaided, he 
achieved dhc greatest success, and Santa 
Barbara and Southern California have 
ever since been reaping the benefits.

Such literature would he furnished by the 
State Board of Trade and local immigra­ 
tion societies in quantity, and would do 
much to fortify the oral and spectacular 
representations made : 
The suggestion is an excellent one, and would 
give a better idea of this part of the State than 
any other which could be suggested 
The ex­ 
pense is not great in any event, and if it is con­ 
sidered desirable to m ake it pay its own wav it 
could without doubt be mude to do so. A t'the 
preseat tim e this central and northern part of 
the State is very little undcwstrx>d, and any 
m ethod which would explain intelligently the 
real advantages which this section possesses i- 
well worthy of serious consideration. As the 
R eoobd-Ukios say s: “ Pictorial advertising is 
more and more employe-.] daily, and there are 
lew, if any, businesses of im portance in the 
country which do not avail of it.”

THE MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


The Bowers-Benhayon ease is involved 
in deeiier mystery still. The theory is 
now advanced that Benliayon was forced 
to write the confession that he murdered 
Mrs. Bowers, and was then poisoned and 
left to die in the room where' his IkkIv was 
found. 
1 here must be a motive for the 
act of a rational being. 
W hat motive 
could inspire one to such a deed as this 
theory assumes to have been committed ? 
clearly only the hope of saving the life 
of the condemned I>r. Bowers. 
But it is 
inconceivable that except for a large sura 
of money :m assassin could have been hired 
who would he adroit and skillful enough 
to carry out such a plot successfully. 
Bowers is not now a wealthy man—not 
even having ordinary pocket money. 
If 
coin was not the motive for the conspiracy 
and murder, then it must have been friend­ 
ship, and it remains to be shown that Bow­ 
ers has friends so devoted as to concoct 
and execute such a diabolical plan. 
The 
theory, therefore, that 
Benlxavon was 
murdered lacks strength, and yet it is pos­ 
sible that it is true. On the other hand, 
Lenhayon was not well balanced mentallv, 
and was just the man to do as it was at 
first supposed ho had done—take his own 
life toesiape the whip of conscience- as 
earning that the paper left for the Coroner 
is his confession. But there is not apparent 
sufficient motive to actuate Ben ha von to 
take the life of his sister, Mrs. Bowers. It 
has been the theory that he hojied to re­ 
alize upon her insurance certificates by 
having them assigned to him ; but if that 
was his plan lie abandoned it, for the cer­ 
tificates were not altered to make him the 
beneficiary. 


A nother theory is said to have the basis 
of assertion in the “ confession” that Ben- 
liayon and Mrs. Bowers bad been conspir­ 
ing to kill Dr. Bowers, in order to realize 
upon his beneficial-societv policies, amount­ 
ing to some $24,000. 
It' this can be taken 
to be true, it leads naturally up to the 
theory that the brother took the life of liis 
sister w ith the intention, by forgery of as­ 


signment* on the insurance certificates 
upon the life of his sister, to secure the 
money for himself. 
A great deal depends 
tqion the finding of the pocket diary in 
which it is said Benliayon kept notes of 
the progress of his crime. 
But it is un­ 
reasonable to sup]K>se a criminal to have 
jotted down evidences against him self day 
by d a y ; yet if he was the crank it is said 
he was, Benliayon may have done this 
foolish thing, just as he may have sup­ 
posed he could secure money on the insur­ 
ance certificates upon his sister’s life by 
some means, and th at lte did kill her with 
that hope, however alisurd it may have 
been to entertain it. 
But there Ls a deep 
mystery about two strange men having 
rented the room in which Benhayon was 
found dead, and also in the story told of 
Benliayon with a man and a woman being 
seen in front of the house, the two urging 
the young man to enter and lie resisting, 
but finally consenting. 
As the m atter now 
stands it is impossible to form any positive 
judgm ent. 
The one tiling certain 
and 
undeniable about the case is th a t if a story 
only one-half as involved were put into 
dram atic form and presented upon the 
stage, men would declare it to be the wildest 
flight of a fevered fancy, and not only 
wholly improbable but that it would be 
the liight of absurdity to imagine such sit­ 
uations possible in real life. 


TH E DOUGLAS SCHEME. 


Referring to I red Douglas’ chimerical 
scheme for solving th e “ negro problem” 
by importing Chinese labor to hear the 
burden of labor now put upon freednien, 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat well says: 
The sober and practical tru th is th a t the sal­ 
vation of ilie freed men can tie worked out onlv 
by themselves. There is no short cut for them 
to a condition of perfect comfort and content­ 
ment. 3 lie ills by which they are beset cannot 
possibly be overcome by auv process of relic! 
based upon the idea of a vicarious shouldering 
of their burdens by some other class of people. 
They m ust do their own striving and conquer­ 
ing to a great extent, or it will not i e done at 
a l l ; and the sooner they m ake up their minds 
to this fact the sooner will they begin to m ake 
substantial and satisfactory headwuy against 
adverse influences. 
No people were ever lifted up from lower 
levels by any process th at did not include 
gradual progression through intellectual 
enlargement and realization of the possi- 
ities of self-effort. 
The freedmen could 
receive benefit by being made com­ 
petitors with a race of workers who can 
outbid them in the lessened demand for 
the means of sulisistence. 
Free labor was 
never yet brought into contact with labor 
' a lower order without sinking toward

its level. 
The freedman unquestionably 
rests under peculiar disabilities, due to 
traditional race prejudice, and to his lack 
of knowledge and inability to acquire it 
rapidly in a social atmosphere that is an­ 
tagonistic to his advancement. 
N everthe­ 
less he has progressed, is progressing and 
must continue to advance in intelligence 
and independence. 
Mr. Douglas sadly 
mistakes the Chinaman, too, if he imag­ 
ines for a moment that he would he content 
to occupy a position suliordinate to the 
negro. 
On the contrary, it would not he 
long before lie would be the employer of 
the freedman, after having displaced him 
in every line of labor for which he is at 
present 
qualified. 
The amazing 
thing 
alxnit Douglas’ expression is, that one 
whose race has just emerged from a condi­ 
tion of slavery should soberly propose to 
establish a system th at in every respect is 
a slavish one. Coolieism in the United 
States represents a slavery in but a slight 
degree removed from th at which was once 
an institution of this country. 


T h e army of unemployed people parad­ 
ing in London must command the more 
considerate attention of the English Gov­ 
ernment and the philanthropists than it 
appears to he doing just now. 
Wlic-n an 
English m ultitude of unemployed, twelve 
hundred strong, throngs into W estminster 
Abbey, and interrupts the services of wor­ 
ship with a demand for work, it is tim e for 
the authorities to do something more than 
disperse the crowd and to preach to it of 
the hope of charitable relief. 
It is not 
now the time, on the threshold of winter, 
to pause to inquire into the causes of des­ 
titution. 
Doubtless, they are 
largely 
due to improvidence and intemperance. 
The question i n London is not one of 
sociology or political economy now, but of 
hum anity. 
These 
people 
and 
their 
families must not he perm itted to starve. 
The police have already ceased all at­ 
tempts to prevent their holding meetings 
in public places, and the result has been 
the cessation of violence. 
The policy of 
repression, except where murder, arson and 
pillage are preached, is a bad one and 
tends the more to inflame the discontented. 
W hen the necessities of these human be­ 
ings have been provided for, it will lie 
found that Socialist and A narchist meet­ 
ings will be abandoned bv the workers. 
There undoubtedly are many lazy, drink­ 
ing and vicious men, and professional crim­ 
inals among those who parade as unem­ 
ployed, hut 
there 
are 
unquestionably 
many honest suffering men whose physi­ 
cal needs are great which they cannot 
supply, and by reason of which tliev are 
really suffering. 
To leave these to be 
influenced by contact with the criminal 
and Anarchist elements is had policv. 
To 
separate them out is wise. 
The question 
of the wisdom of a State supporting men 
out of hand, and thus rendering them less 
self-helpful, is uot now to he considered iu 
London, but the broader and more humane 
question of relieving absolute want, and 
of putting honest workers back into the 
ways of la W , until the season of distress 
is tided over.

—Never in the world's history of crime has 
so complicated a case been presented to a 
Court of justice for examination and de­ 
cision as the one now under investigation 
in this city, and known as the Dr. J. Milton 
Bowera m urder case. 
Dr. Bowers was 
convicted 
of the murder of his wife, 
Mrs. Cecelia Bowers. 
The execution has 
been delayed awaiting the result of an :id- 
peal to the Supreme Court. Ju st about the 
time when the appeal was to have been 
heard, H enry Benhayon, brother of the 
murdered woman, was found dead. Every­ 
thing connected with his death pointed to 
suicide. His parents and immediate friends 
refused to believe that he had committed 
suicide, and charged Dr. Bowers with hav­ 
ing concocted a scheme for Benhayon’s 
m urder and the forgery of documents 
tending, when made public, to exonerate 
Bowers of the charge of which he was con­ 
victed. 


b e n h a y o n ’s c o n f e s s i o n . 
Among those documents 
were some 
found in the dead m an's room, and one— 
the most im portant—addressed to Coroner 
Stanton. To-night the inquest on the dead 
man was held, and the documents referred 
to were for the first time made public. The 
police authorities and Captain Lees, Chief 
of the detective force, have expressed their 
conviction that the documents are true, 
and that Bowers is an innocent man. Pub­ 
lic opinion, however, is much divided, and 
the excitement over the matter has reached 
a point of intensity never before experi­ 
enced in this community. 


t h e l e t t e r s i n f u l l . 
Following are the letters, in the order of 
their dates, as made public at the inquest 
to-night;

Pear Friend: I received yours of last month, 
the JTih. I was very busy hist week, and I did 
not feel very well, so I could not attend to the 
m atter in finding out the lady’s nam e, but will 
sec to it iu a few days. I am glad you are ac­ 
quainted w ith the Hard family. Sec if you can 
get the daughter a - a witness against the mur- 
d ererof my sister Cecilia. She was everything 
to me, and I m ust have him convicted, else it 
will be all up w ith us should lie ever be set free. 
If you don’t succeed w ith Miss Bard, use threats 
if she will insist iu testifying for him. 
r m ust 
have some lady who will m ake a good witness 
and who can stand the lawyers’ cross-fire. You 
know w hat we m ust have-. I will pay all the 
expenses. I.et me kuow your success. When 
you w rite again m ake no use of nam es in vour 
letters—I will u n d erstan d -an d destroy "this.

THE ALLEGED “ CONFESSION” LETTER. 
Here follows the confession found in the 
suicide’s room at 22 Geary street, addressed 
to the Coroner; 
l ' in it. M1 in.—The history of the tragedy com­ 
mences after my sister m arried lir. Botvers 
j 
had certain reasons to think he would soon 
leave her. a; she always quarreled w ith him. 
On one occasion she told me she would poison 
him first before he should leave her. I said in 
je s t: ” Have him insured first.” and she said 
“ All right.” Bowers for a long tim e objected. 
Finally she conquered. He said: "If it will 
keep you out of mischief, gc ahead.” 
My si-ter 
joined several i odges, a.i also did Bowers. loiter 
on. when he became a m em ber of the Knights 
ot the Golden Hule, I got the stuff ready to dis 
pose of him , lint my sister w ouldn't listen toniy 
proposition, and threatened to expose me. After 
my sister was sick for some tim e I felt an irre- 
ststable im pulse to use the stuff on her, and fin­ 
ish Bowers later. 1 would become Adm inistrator 
for ray niece Tillie. She would then have the 
benefit ol the insurance. 
1 think it was on Fri­ 
day, November At, 1S85, that I took one pill aud 
capsule oul of her box and tilled the capsule 
w ith two kinds of poison. ] put the capsule 
back and took another, until I exchanged 
four capsules. Alter my sister died I took 
the two poison capsulo I had m arked out of 
her pill box. The pill and capsule I took to Mr. 
Falk and tilled myself. Those 1 gave to Hr 
Dennis were some that Dr. Martin had pre­ 
scribed for my sister, 1 did so because, on 
second thought, I found I had no excuse lor 
poisoning them . I did not think Boweis could 
get into any trouble, for the person that fur- 
n shed me w ith the poisons said a chem ist told 
him that no doctor could find it in the stom ach, 
lor it was a blood poison. He called the other 
stuff, I think, ''th e uetiveprincipal of digitalis " 
or a nam e som ething 
like it. 
I poisoned 
one of the pollys with the sam e stuff. 
I also 
took Bowers’ money out of his ollice desk 
after my sister’s death. I likewise forced my 
sister to give me an order for her insurance 
policy in the Friends oi the Pacific, but I did 
not present it. 
I m ake him this confession to 
correct some m istakes in my lost m em orandum 
book. 
I used some name* that had no connec­ 
tion w ith the affair, and [should have] com ­ 
m itted suicide before the trial. As Ins [the'il 
nam es luav im plicate others, I will end the 
tragedy.

ARE THE LETTERS FORGERIES? 
The confession ends here. An effort will 
be made to introduce it before the Supreme 
Court, so as to influence the decision of 
that Court in Bowers’ behalf, but an equally 
strong effort will be made bv the dead 
m an's friends to show that the'documents 
are forgeries, and that the entire work is 
the work of Dr. Bowers, who secured ac­ 
complices to m urder Benhayon and draft 
the foregoing documents. 


T h e In q u est. 
The inquest was held in Judge Tcohy's 
Court-room at the old City H all. It was 
crowded, the corridor leading to it was also 
tilled with would-be spectators anxious to 
bear the first news of the developments as 
they occurred. 
The first witness called was Mrs. Ben- 
liavon, mother of the deceased. She testi­ 
fied to her son’s good character, and that 
be was very fond of Mrs. Dr. Bowers, his 
sister, for whose death Dr. J. Miiton Bow­ 
ers her husband, is now 
under 
sen­ 
tence of death. 
She was shown the 
letters left by the suicide, comprising 
those addressed to the Coroner, the confes­ 
sion, the letter addressed to a friend, and 
other documents believed to be in the 
handwriting of her son. In no case was 
she positive of his chirogrophy, even when 
papers taken from the suicide's room at 
his parents’ house, and undoubtedly in his 
writing, wereshown her. She stated, how­ 
ever, persistently that his confession and 
the letter addressed to the Coroner were 
not in her son’s handwriting. 
The next witne-s was Mrs.' Higbson, the 
landlady of the house in which the body of 
the suicide was found. She testified that 
Benhayon was one of three men who en­ 
gaged the room a few days before that on 
which it was occupied. [This disposes of 
the theory that the room was engaged by 
some persons who inveigled the deceased 
into it. and later murdered him.] 
Coroner Stanton then took the stand and 
testified to the receipt of certain letters, and 
read them and others written by Benhayon 
previous to the suicide. 
When the confes­ 
sion was being read intense silence pre­ 
vailed, and before it was finished Mrs. Ben­ 
hayon was in teara. 
Dr. Blach testified that he had held an 
autopsy on the body, and had found no 
marks ef violence whatever. A nexituina- 
tion of the stomach failed to reveal the 
cause of death. Other indications, how­ 
ever. pointed to death by a corrosive poison 
cyanide of potassium, or some similar 
poison. 


W AS IT A PLO T. 


S to ries U p h o ld in g th e T h e o ry o í lle n - 
liay o n 'a M urcler. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , October 25th.—The land­ 
lady ot the house in which young Ben­ 
hayon was found dead, tells the following 
story: "The room in which the yonng 
man was tound dead was not engaged bv 
him . I am confident he never saw the in­ 
side of it until he went thera or was taken 
there to die. One week ago last Saturday 
two rather gay appearing young men called 
at this house and said that they desired to 
rent a room for a month. 
I showed th em 
several, and when I opened th e 'o n e in 
w h irh the lo a n was found dead th ev said 1 


they would take that one and immediately 
handed me $10 as a deposit. 
“I asked them ,” continued the lady, 
“when thev desired to occupy the room. 
They did not give me a direct answer; on 
the contrary, they both looked confused. 
The spokesman of the pair turned 'o his 
companion with an inquiring look. They 
then stepped to one side and consulted for 
a moment in low tones. Turning again to 
me the spokesman said : ‘We have told yon 
that this room suits us. and we have paid 
you a deposit; therefore, when we take 
possession can in nowise concern you. Give 
us a key to the room andjvre will be gone.’ 
“I gave them a duplicate key, and from 
that mom ent to this I have not set eyes 
upon them . They did not again visit the 
house to my knowledge, and how Benhayon 
ever got to that room I cannot imagine. 
The theory I have formed is that those two 
men piloted him there, for they had the 
key, and the only one which would open 
that door.” 
A SUSPICIOUS SCENE. 
A gentleman who was passing up Geary 
street at an early hour on Saturday morning 
states that he saw two men and a woman 
arguing excitedly with a third man, whose 
description tallies precisely with that of the 
dead Benhayon. 
From appearances the 
two were endeavoring to induce the young 
man to pass up the stairway of 22 Geary 
street. He seemed to be in a dazed condi­ 
tion, as if laboring under an overload of 
liquor or some stupefying mixture. The 
party, the gentleman states, finally suc­ 
ceed in urging the man up the stairway 
and out of sight. The gentleman then 
passed on and thought no more of the 
m atter until he heard of Benhayon’s strange 
deaih. 


R a ilr o a d N o te s .—At no tim ein the past 
three years has there been such a demand 
for cars for the Southern Pacific by ship 
pers of barley to Eastern markets. Nearly 
all the warehouses along ilie line are filled 
with the cereal, though none is being 
moved. The Southern Pacific is also so 
pressed with other traffic that there is a 
famine of cars, and it could not provide the 
necessary facilities supposing other ihing3 
were favorable. The rate at present is (iu 
cents to Chicago, 58 to St. Louis, and 50 
cents to the Mississippi river. The line of 
the Southern Pacific has been graded about 
eight miles north ot Santa Barbara, on the 
projected route to San Luis Obispo.—S . F.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e H a r l a n C ase. 
Most everyone eligible to jury duty in 
the little town of W ashington has been 
subpenaed to attend Court at W oodland 
during the H arlan murder trial. 
The 
Woodland Mnii of yesterday says : " To­ 
day the case of J. II. H arlan, charged with 
the murder of Everett L. Craf;, will he 
called in the Superior Court. This is the 
second trial of H arlan for this offense, the 
jurv at his first trial having failed to agree, 
eight voting fur acquittal and four for con­ 
viction. The crime with which Harlan is 
charged occurred on Sunday, February 7, 
1886, at the Dyrns Hotel in this city. The 
trial excited much interest, and the second 
will doubtless have the same hold upon 
the public's attention. 
It is the opinion of 
many that the trial will be postponed, but 
a prom inent attorney informed a Mail re­ 
porter yesterday that, in his opinion, the 
trial would go right along. Over lsi> tales­ 
men have been summoned to appear, and 
it seems as if a jury ought to be selected 
from this number. Experts, however, say 
it will be next to impossible to secure 
twelve good men and true, who have not 
formed some opinion of this case. The at­ 
torneys thus far secured for the defense are 
JudgeS.

The ninth anmual report oí the State 
Board of Bank Commissioners has just 
been issued from the State Printing Office. 
It states that there are now eighty-eight 
commercial hanks and twenty-four savings 
banks under the charge of this Commis­ 
sion, a total of 112, which shows an increase 
of sixteen since the closing of their last 
annual report.

The Directors conclude their report by 
giving the following advice: 
A tim e has come in California, it seems 
to us, when it behooves the managers and 
Directors of our banks to he on their guard 
lest, in the excitement of coming events, 
they forget the severe lessons of the past, 
and again loan out money on fictitious val­ 
ues; which would surely result as it did 
eight years ago in m any instances—in con­ 
verting their institutions into real estate 
agencies. 
A sudden and extraordinary tidal wave 
of apparent prosperity seems to be steadily 
advancing upon our whole State. 
Two 
years ago it was just perceptibly felt in the 
southern counties, and it has continued to 
flow on with unabated volume until it has 
now made every property holder iu that 
section seem a rich man. 
The population of some of opr southern 
counties lias more than doubled within the 
past year. The assessed value of taxable 
property in those counties has advanced 
within the same period, until in the county 
of Los Angeles alone it reaches the enor­ 
mous figure of nearly $93,000,000, or about 
one-third of the assessment of the city and 
county of San Francisco. This is an in­ 
crease in that county of much more than 
double in one year. Nine new banks have 
been opened for business within the last 
twelve months in the three counties of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino and San Diego. 
The increase of deposits in the banks lo­ 
cated in those counties is wonderful and to 
be counted by millions only. 
Bc-fore this wave recedes it bids fair to 
press on north, until it is felt in every 
county to the Oregon line. 
Let no one, however, imagine that the 
time is not to come when this sudden and 
wonderful wave will recede. If there is 
auy truth in the records of event3 in the 
past, that time will surely come; and, al­ 
though it will undoubtedly leave Califor­ 
nia far in advance of where it found her, 
in prosperity and resources developed, yet 
as it recedes it will leave, high and dry, as 
a total wreck, m any and many a well- 
planned speculation that once filled its pro­ 
jectors with well-grounded hopas of a suc­ 
cessful outcome. 
This state of things we deem worthy of 
serious reflection by the bankers of our 
State, but particularly so by the officers and 
Directors of the banking institutions just 
newly organized for business; for with 
them the wisdom gathered from experience 
is yet to come, and the utmost vigilance is 
necessary, or it may cost them too much 
or come too late.

In conversation with a reporter yesterday 
i John P. St. John, of Kansas, said there was 
j no doubt but that California would in time 
become the wealthiest portion of the Union, 
from the fact that it had more of nature’s 
blessings bestowed upo» it than fell to any 
other section of similar size on the habita­ 
ble globe. H e said Kansas was a good 
State, a grand State, had a thriftv, ener­ 
getic and intelligent population, 'but her 
winters were not of the mildest. 
While 
the Kansas farmer was contemplating snow 
fields, and wondering when spring would 
open, the California rancher was plowing 
his fields, his gardens were full of grow­ 
ing vegetables and 
blooming 
flowers, 
he 
worked 
in 
his 
shirt-sleeves—was 
hardly 
aware 
when 
autum n 
ended, 
winter began 
or 
spring 
commenced. 
He said: “ I am no stranger in California. 
I passed seven years of my life during the 
fifties and lived in the mines, circulating 
from Sacramento to Shasta.” Since his ar­ 
rival at Sacramento he received a letter 
from Bloomington, Illinois, stating that in 
that section there was a perfect craze for 
California, and during the next year a very 
large population would go to Southern 
California. 
“ W hy do they all go to Southern Cali­ 
fornia?” was asked. 
Mr. St. John replied that a large propor­ 
tion of the immigration coming west were 
prohibitionists. “ You say that they know 
nothing about Northern California, and 
that is the reason they are going south. In 
that you are mistaken. They know that 
the same sky, ihe same balm y winds, the 
same semi-tropical fruits, belong alike to 
the north and south. They know also that 
Sacramento City has 400 rum mills, 400 
beer shops, a large num ber of corner gro­ 
cers that peddle out by the dipper liquor to 
men and women, aye, even children. They 
also know that in the south this is not tol­ 
erated. They have heard all about I’asa- 
dcna with her ten thousand population, 
her tine educational institutions, her mag­ 
nificent churches, and not a single place 
where liquor is sold. They choose between 
those two pictures. N onherr California 
can never have a boom until she adver­ 
tises to the world that the rum seller does 
not rule in her midst, a fact that i am cred­ 
ibly informed cannot be disputed in the 
local government of your citv.” St. John 
will lecture in the Clunie Opera House to­ 
night and proposes to tell this people, so 
he says, how to boom, how to bring about 
a rapid and lasting prosperity. Seats free.

W . G. Klee, State Inspector of Fruit 
Pests, in his annual report has this to say 
about Sacramento : 
As in the case of older towns having 
large gardens, Sacramento has collected 
most of the injurious insects. In places the 
Iceriiapurrhasi can be found, although the 
worst places are thoroughly cleansed. I 
gave personal notice to all such places as I 
could learn about. Rut the county’ having 
no Board of Horticulture, and uo funds 
for paying anybody, of course there was no 
guarantee that the people would attend to 
their duty in that resjiect. 
At the Grange 
meeting held about that time, I succeeded 
in interesting the members, and the sub­ 
ject of having a Board appointed was to be 
the topic of discussion at the next meeting. 
The pernicious scale, as well as the red 
orange scale (.4. anrantii), can be found in 
various places about the city. Here, as 
elsewhere, some persons have done good 
work; 
others, by using worthless com­ 
pounds, or by applying good material in a 
faulty manner, have done nothing but 
waste their time. Here I found an instance 
of using on pear trees pure kerosene with 
success, the tree being unharmed by the 
o il; trees were dormant when treated. 


A M ER IC A N R IV E R . 
In the large orchard of Weinstock & 
Lubin, near Mayhew Station, a very suc­ 
cessful warfare had been carried on under 
the supervision of Matthew Cooke. The 
work being most thoroughly done, no in­ 
sects could be found. Other places, less 
wisely managed, showed the presence in a 
bad degree of the pernicious scale. Some 
ol the orchards are too closely planted, the 
branches of neighboring trees thus coming 
so near together that it is impossible to do 
thorough cleansing. The fruit produced in 
this section is of a very superior quality, 
and well adapted for "shipping. Prunes, 
plums, pears, peaches, apricots and almonds 
do exceedingly well without irrigation. At 
Senator Routier's place we were shown 
some seedling almonds much less affected 
by the red spider than the Lanquedoc near 
by and around them. At the same place 
are growing some fine young orange trees 
and olives. 


SACRAM ENTO R IV E R SECTION. 
Having accepted the hospitality of W. T. 
Johnston, in company’ with him I visited 
some of the principal orchards of the Sacra­ 
mento river. The narrow belt of culti­ 
vated country stretches for many miles 
from Richland to Isleton. It has long been 
favorably known as one of the most pro­ 
ductive and paying sections of the Stale, 
and so with good reason. Most varieties of 
trees ripen fruit of fine size and appear­ 
ance. From here the earliest Bartletts are 
sent to the Eastern markets. Cherries, 
plums and peaches are also amongst the 
first coming into market. Although; the 
peach tree is not considered a very long- 
lived tree, and not worth the keeping after 
fifteen years, I saw here some sound trees 
twenty-five years old, and which, by head-1 
ing back, might last a longer time. 
Un­ 
fortunately, the proxim ity to m arket has 
brought most of the insect pests. 
The 
codlin moth, of course, prevails; but, as 
nearly all the apple orchards have been 
taken up. and Bartlett pear trees chiefly 
remain, the presence of the moth is disre­ 
garded by m any of the growers, and not 
considered anything serious. That meas­ 
ures to keep this insect in check would be 
of great benefit no one can deny; but to 
enforce a law on this subject here "would be 
a difficult matter. 
The pernicious scale can be found in 
nearly every orchard, from several miles 
east of Courtland to beyond Tylc-r Island, 
and on both shores of the river. The trees 
being large and old, effective measures 
have been taken, but bv few people; vet 
more than one has proved that here," as 
elsewhere, by thorough work the pest can 
be kept in check. So far no co-operation 
between the growers has been effected; but 
we trust that the coming season will wit­ 
ness a stop in the right direction. Owing 
to the close proxim ity of orchard to or­ 
chard. the owners, without this co-opera­ 
tion, effective and heaity, will not succeed 
in keeping clean orchards. 
Since writing the above I have made a 
second visit to the section in the month of 
June, and was glad to notice a great im ­ 
provement, many orchards badly infested 
a year ago being comparatively clean. 


V ery TVise E lep h an ts. 
One evening, soon after my arrival in 
eastern Assam, and while the five ele­ 
phants were being fed opposite the bunga­ 
low, 1 observed a young and lately-caught 
one step up to a bamboo fence ami quietly 
pull up one ol the stakes. 
Placing it 
under its foot, it broke off'a piece with its 
trunk, and, after lifting it to its mouth, 
threw it away. 
It repeated this twice or 
thrice, and then drew another 
stake. 
Seeing that the bamboo was old and drv, 
I asked the reason of this, and was told to 
wait and see what the elephant would do. 
At last it seemed to get a piece that 
suited him, and holding it in the trunk 
firmly, and stepping the left foreleg well 
forward, it passed the piece of bamboo 
under the armpit, so to speak, and began 
to scratch with some forre. 
My surprise reached its climax when I 
saw a large elephant leech fall to the 
ground, quite six inches long and thick as 
one’s finger, and which, from its position, 
could not be easily detached without this 
scraper, which was deliberately made by 
the elephant. 
1 subsequently found that 
this was a common occurrence. 
Such 
scrapers arc used by every elephant daily. 
On another occasion, when traveling at 
a time of the year when the Hies are so 
tormenting to an elephant, 1 noticed that 
the one I rode had no fan or wisp to beat 
them off with. 
The driver, at my order, 
slackened pace and allowed her to go to 
the side of the rode, when for some mo­ 
ments she moved along, rummaging the 
smaller jungle on the banks. 
At last she 
came to a cluster of young shoots well 
branched, and after feeling among them 
and selecting one, raised her trunk and 
neatly stripped down the stem, taking off 
all the lower branches and leaving a fine 
bunch on top. 
She deliberately cleaned 
it down several times, and then laying 
hold at the lower end broke off a beautiful 
fan, or switch, about five feet long, handle 
included. 
W ith this she kept the flies at 
bay, flapping them off on each .side. 
Say what we may, these are both really 
bona lidc implements, each intelligently 
made for a definite purpose.— IFateon.

G reat Secrecy O bserved A bout a P ro - ( 
posed ¿50,000,000 C om bine. 
F o r a num ber of m onths past th e p rin ­ 
cipal sugar refiners of th is country have 
been negotiating th e form ation of a trust 
sim ilar to th e S tandard < >il T ru st and th e 
A m erican Cotton-seed O il T rust. 
T he 
m atter has been conducted 
w ith great I 
secrecy. 
Those interested in it have p re­ 
served reticence alxiut it tow ard th eir 
m ost intim ate friends, and even now it is 
im possible for th e trad e to learn w hether 
th e tru st has been form ed or not, or w hat 
is th e secret state of the em bryonic com ­ 
bination. 
It is known th a t one of the re­ 
cent hitches was over th e valuation th at 
should be pu t upon some of th e plants th at 
were to go into th e com bination, and an­ 
o th er source of an x iety has been th e a lti­ 
tude of one of th e large refining concerns 
outside of th is city. 
As is well known, th e great hulk of th e 
sugar refining business of th e country is 
centered in th is city, 
it is estim ated in 
th e trade th a t Ilaverm eyers & E lder, who, 
besides th e ir own refinery, control those of 
th e I>e Castro A D onncr Refining Com­ 
pany and of ilav erm ey er & Co., refine on 
an average fully 40 per cent of the whole. 
These concerns form th e nucleus o f the 
com bination. Those th a t are to be brought 
into the arrangem ent are: 
T h e H aver- 
m eyer Sugar Refining Company, the F. (>. 
M atthiessen A YVio-hers Sugar R efining 
Company, D ick A M eyer, the Brooklyn 
Sugar R efining Com pany, and th e N orth 
R iver Sugar Refining Com pany. 
T he two 
out-of-town firms th a t have been consid­ 
ered desirable allies are H arrison, Frazier 
A Co., of P h ilad elp h ia, and Nash, Spauld­ 
ing A Co., of Boston. 
T he last nam ed has 
shown a good deal o f reluctance about go­ 
ing in, and, so far as can he learned, has 
not com m itted itself in th e m atter. 
It is suggested th a t if any one of the 
firms w anted to stay out of th e com bina­ 
tion and m ake an alliance w ith Claus 
Spreckels, who has practically a monopoly 
oi’ th e sugar business of th e Pacific coast, 
th ey could m ake th e com bination very 
weary. 
I t is suggested in th e trade th a t the 
com bination m ay never take such a form 
as to furnish th e public evidence of its ex ­ 
istence, for th e reason th at a form ally 
organized tru st would at once attract a t­ 
tention, to say nothing of antagonism , th at 
m ight result in the abolition of tl.e duty 
on sugar. 
T h is would leave th e “ com­ 
bine ” in a sad p lig h t, as th e business is 
largely dependent upon th e protection the 
d uty gives it hv keeping out foreign re­ 
fined sugars. 
H ow im portant protection 
is to th e business is shown by th e belief 
in th e trade th a t those interested in form ­ 
ing th e com bination have been influenced 
largely by a proposed reduction in th e 
draw back 
allowed 
upon sugars refined 
here and exported from 2.tic to 2.4c.' 
It is estim ated th a t the combined re­ 
sources of th e concerns m entioned would 
represent fully $00.000,000 of capital.— A*.
